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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Satouetal. (5,315,378). 

Regarding claim 1, Satou discloses a gamma correction and color balance 
apparatus (col. 11, lines 62-68, col. 12, lines 1-4) showing a screen (9), a video 
processing part (1r), a sensing part (8), an inherently included memory part (81), and a 
microcomputer (CPU) for performing functions as claimed. It should be noted that the 
calculator 79 and table generator 80 meet "the luminance and chromaticity of picture 
are compared to preset values, and compensation is made according to a result of the 
comparison" limitation as claimed because the luminance and chromaticity signals in 
Satou are being compared to preset values so that different output gains can be 
determined at each input level (see Figure 8b). 

Regarding claim 3, the test signal generator 81 inherently generates black and 
white patterns of video testing signals. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Satou et 
al. (5,315,378) in view of Eouzan et al. (5,231,481). 

Regarding claim 2, Satou shows the claimed sensing part including an optical 
sensor except the focusing lens as claimed. Eouzan, from the similar field of endeavor, 
teaches the use of a camera, including a focus lens, to sense an image projected on a 
screen for a predetermined compensation function. By using a camera instead of a 
photo sensor, the image sensing operation in Eouzan is being carried out remotely and 
conveniently from the screen. This clearly simplified the sensing operation. In view of 
the cumbersome sensor in Satou, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention was made to replace the sensor with the camera of 
Eouzan to perform the well-known functions as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 4-1 8 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior art does not teach or suggest the optical detection/transmission part, and 
the UV receiving part as recited in claim 4, the steps of projecting and displaying, the 
steps of increasing as recited in claims 9 and 17. 

Conclusion
